ADVANCING AVIATION 


Capt. Kingsford-Smith and his com- 


panions, Lion, Ulm and Warner, have 
.successfully completed the second stage 
of their trans-Pacific flight from Oakland, 
Calif., to Sidncy/Australia, by 
making 


the port of Suva in the Fiji Islands. The 
second lap of their 8,000 mile trip covered 
u distance of 3,138 miles, entirely over 
water, which>breaks all records for that 
kind of 
flying. 
They reached Suva, 


figuratively speaking^ on their last drop 
of gasoline. To get theTc they had to sur- 
mount violent storms, which they did by 
rising to a height of a mile and a half. 
They have had tense moments in both of 
the long hops thus far completed, but 
Providence, coupled with great personal 
courage, judgment and . skill, has seen 
them through safely. 


Their arrival in Suva shows the^er-- 


fection which aerial navigatio'n has at- 
tained. The Fiji Islands are a mere dot on 
the Pacific and it would take only a 
slight miscalculation to miss them entire- 
ly. Some motor trouble was encountered, 
but they were able to repair it while-run- 
ning. The fliers have now crossed the 
most menacing gap. From Suva to Bris-" 
bane is a little less than 1800 miles, with 
the vast continent of ^Australia to hit-at. 
From Brisbane is a matter of 500 miles, 
or a few hours, to Sidney, their goal. 


The expedition is exceptionally well 


equipped and the crew exceptionally well 
trained aviators. They can make a forced 
landing in the ocean without immediate 
danger, and they have reliable radio ap- 
paratus. In spite of all precautions, how- 
ever, the trip is one of peril and difficulty. 
Much as has been achieved, aviation is 
still in its infancy. It is surrounded with 
hazards that cannot all be guarded 
'against, and there are mechanical failures 
that cannot be foreseen. These fliers are 
pioneers in the truest sense of the word. 
What they are doing is of real service in 
the expansion and development of flying. 
Whenever it is shown what can be done 
with an airplane, no matter how hazard- 
ous, science will step in, reduce thej haz- 
ards and perfect the art.

Capt. Kingsford-Smith and his associ- 


ates have reached the point where the 
successful outcome of their project seems 
reasonably assured. The attention of al- 
most the entire world is on them and all 
will hope for the safe completion of their 
voyage to Sidney.

In the lace, of the gloomy deductions.many stu- 


dents in health have drawn 
from 
the mortality 


statistics, 1 believe- not only that there is no actual 
increase in cancer or in heart artery (cardiovascu- 
lar) diseases, but that In truth thw>e groups of dis- 
eases, so picvalent among adUlts of mature or ad- 
vanced are, are slowly declining in prevalence as 
knowledge of hygiene or the ways of health in- 
creases amonsr the population at large. I have al- 
ready admitted that we do not know enough about 
cancer or about cardiovascular diseases to explain 
them" dearly or to lay down definite rules for those 
who would avoid or. prevent them. This does not 
mean that wo know nothing about these diseases 
Certainly -we know enough about cancer to heed the 
warning: signals' and apply proper treatment before 
the disease reaches an incurable'stage. Likewise 
our Ttnowjedse of heart artery disease, though far 
from complete, Js sufficient to'stimulate anyone who 
requires such'stimulation to obey the laws of hy- 
giene. . 


The hackneyed saying: that a man Is as old as his 


arteries has passed as wisdom "ever since the great 
Osier suited it in the "doctor's bible." Said he: 
"Longevity is a -vascular question, which has been 
well expressed in tha axiom .that 'a man is only 
as old as his arteries.' To a majority of men death 
comes primarily or secondarily through this portal. 
The onset of what may be called physiological ar- 
tcrio- sclerosis depends, in the flrsjt place, upon the 
quality or arterial tissue (vital rubber) which the 
individual has inherited, and secondly upon the 
amount of wear and tear to_ which he has subjected 
it. That the former plays a most important role 
is shown in the cases in,which it sets in early in life 
in individuals in whom none of'the recognized etlo- 
losical (that is medicalse for causative) factors can 
be found. Thus, for instance, a man of 28 may have 
the arteries of.a man of 60 and a man of 40 may 
present vessels as much degenerated as they should 
be at 80. Entire families sometimes show this ten- 
dency to early artcrio-sclcrosis that means harden- 
ing of the arteries)—a tendency which cannot be 
explained in any other way that that in the makeup 
of the machine bad material was -used for the tub- 
ing. Jlore commonly the arterio-sclero&is results 
from the bad use of good vessels." 


Dr. Osier'\\ as a great tcachcr'and a great example 


for all young medical students. Cu-Shing's life of 
Osier is still, in my crude judgment, the finest biog- 
raphy of modern times.

special knowledge of eugenics, or pathogenics. or of 
heredity: but I believe there-is nothins in the as- 
sumption that some individuals inherit poor arter- 
ies—aside from recognized congenital disease.

No matter how much living 
went into the two books — and it was 
quite a bit — it seems likely that the 
actual writing did not take up many 
months of the author's time. 


What to do with all the vast waste 


o^ hours and days left over from the 
job? The "Wilder Conscience) did not 
allow him to idle and Wilder the ar- 
tist knew that he could not be writing 
much or he would be producing mere 
words, not. literature. So he made 


teaching his Job and writing his avo 
cation. 


He said he has .not learned to writ 


from nine o'clock till lunch time.^lik 
some professionals and then play gol 
during the afternoon. Writing,for. him 
is not as mechanical at that. He ha 
kept alive in himself a love for beau 
tiful letter by indulging in his passion 
sparingly. He seems to be trying ti 
live before trying to put life down 
on paper and he seems to intend no 
tc wri.te faster than he lives. It i 
a good omen for coming great books 
He is in no hurry. He wants .to write 
a picaresque novel on the life of .Uncle 
Pio, the famous"character in' "Th 
Bridge," and he talks of spending .fiyi 
years on the Job.

Such deliberation is almost 
un 


thinkable in the average fvriter who 
has a sale of 'a hundred thousand to 
his credit. Such a writer, usually is 
burning the midnight oil to produce 
another hundred thousand book. The 
publishers* are camping on his door 
step to hurry him up so he will have 
his copy in before the fickle public 
forgets'about him. He * ushes his sec 
ond book in pell melt hastes, knowing 
that almostv anything he -writes wil 
be gobbled up. Very "often he does 
poor work as a result. 


Instead of bothering about fhe sale 


of his next book. "Wilder wastes his 
time—from the point of view' of the 
publishers—in a sleepy little ^ village 
teaching a class in literature.. Sup- 
Jose he does take live years •writing 
:he life of Uncle Pio, most of. the. hun- 
dred thousand who have read "The 
Bridge" will have forgotten who" Wild- 
er is. But he does not seem to mind 
that. If he sticks to his present atti- 
tude:, the chances are that his book 
•will be very much worth reading. The 
'amateur" spirit in literature is worth 
cultivating.

The occupation of teaching is not 


especially deleterious to good health. 
The opinion is voiced by by I. H. Gold- 
bcrgcr whoi as assistant director ol 
educational hygiene of the board ol 
education of New York City, has ob- 
served some 33.000 public school teach- 
ers for a period of fifteen years. 


The licalth of school teachers is su- 


perior to that of industrial workers 
and clerical groups. School teachers 
average 3.36 days per teacher away 
from work because oC sickness as com- 
pared with an average of 5.9 days per 
person for those engaged in industry 
and clerical work. 


The- death rate for school teachers 


averages 3.€C per thousand at all ages 
compared with a rate of 33.3 for the 


hoi* population. Their dciath rate 


then is one of the best. 


It has been taken lor granted that 


school teachers were likely to suffer 
more -with coughs and colds and with 
nervous disturbances than were^thopc 
in other occupations. However, it 
has been found that they do not ac- 
tually have rates as high as people in 
other employments even for these dis- 
eases.

ance of nerve strain. Nowadays health

In modern school buildings school 


teachers have the advantages Of im- 
proved systems ol ventilation, heating 
and lighting, rest -oonas, lunch rooms, 
gymnasiums and swimming pools. 


They have opportunity to apply the 


knowledge of diet and hygiene that 
they themselves must pass on to the 
children. The medical examination of 
the children arc a stimulus to the 
teachers to havc~an annual physical 
examination as a protection against 
insidious disability.

Major—not to mention a Major two- 
suiter. As between the two Majors, 
the Heart Is the stronger but the 
Spade the higher-valued: and as tltero 
is no difference in length and the dif- 
ference in strength is not very mate- 
rial, tho Spade should be named first 
because it makes the showing of the 
two suits much simpler. Only when 
the Heart is both stronger and longer, 
or when it is at least two cards long- 
er, should it be named first.
